YOSEMITE, Calif. — (/I1) - A salvage 
crew which toiled for more than 12 
hours through heavy snow on Buena 
Vista peak, arrived late Monday at 
the wreckage of an air-liner thai 
crashed March 1 on Ihe slorm veiled 
mountain, killing nine persons. 


Aerial observers reported the party 


of more than 30 persons reached the 
shattered Transcontinental and West- 
ern airplane shortly falcr 8 p. m. 


TWA officials expressed belief Ihe 


crew would camp overnight before 
attempting to return wilh bodies of the 
six passengers and three crew mem-1 
bers, and pieces of wreckage which 
might be used in an investigation. 


H. O. Collier, 24-year-old prospector 


whose "hunch" led him lo the long 
missing plane Sunday, guided .ground 
crews up Ihe 9777-foot Sierra Nevada 
range peak Monday to where the shat- 
tered $85,000 liner lay. 


Collier and the guides followed by 


a pack train, trudged through snow 
up to more than five feel in depth. 
Traveled along the snow and ice- 
covered mountain trails was slow and 
arduous. 


'J lie shattered plane and bodies of 


eight of the nine crew members and 
passengers was found by Collier near 
the sumniil of the 9777 fool peak.

Monday issued a statement 
in which he said there were no lights 
burning on the Arkansas highway de- 
partment truck or the trailer—and that 
a battery was rushed (o the truck 
after the victims of the accident wera 
removed. Bearden said:

My at- 
tention was called to it. by Policemen 
Hugh Bearden and Jolm Turner. 


"As we were examining the truck 


and trailer lights, Jimmy Cook brought 
a battery to the truck. The battery was 
installed and still the lights on the 
trailer and rear light on the cab would 
not burn. The wires on the trailer 
were not even connected. 


"Son Jones and Leo Ray trailed 


the highway truck from Einmet for 
some distance and they reported to ma 
n the presence of Hugh Bearden and 
John Turner thai there were no lights 
on the back of the truck, either trailer 
or cab.

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The Industrial Machine As a Scapegoat 


QTART a discussion of the unemployment problem—any- 


where, with anyone, at any time—and you are certain to 


be talking about technological unemployment before you 
get through. 


The machines that can do man's work better, faster, and 


more efficiently than he can do it himself have had a lot of 
publicity, and they are spectacular in their own right. It is 
obvious and natural to assume that these machines have taken 
away jobs—that they are, therefore, responsible for a larg-e 
part of our unemployment. 


But then- is another side to it. 
At a recent meeting: of the American Engineering Coun- 


cil in Philadelphia, Prof. Leo Wolman of Columbia Univer- 
sity showed how technological progress can prevent unem- 
ployment at the same time that it causes it. 


The three American industries which have undergone the 


least technological changes since the Worlda war. said Prof. 
Wolman. are coal mining, building construction and railroad- 
ing. That means, in simpler language, that there has been less 
displacement of men by machinery in these industries than 
in any others. 


Yet it was precisely there three industries, he continued, 


which recovered the least between the depth of the depres- 
sion and the peak of recovery last year; it was also these 
three industries which suffered the great unemployment dur- 
ing that same period. 


All of which compels one to re-examine this question of 


technological unemployment.* * * 
DEOF. WOLMAN'S figures make it seem fairly obvious that 
I 
—over the long pull, at least—labor-saving machinery 


does not permanently displace labor. It may for short per- 
iods, of course: hut in the long run, it apparently stimulates 
the industry involved, and industry generally, enough to 
take up the slack. 


Conversely, the worker's job is not safeguarded if his 


industry steers clear of technological advances. For the price 
of good health in this modern industrial community includes 
a searching, unflagging attention to all possible avenues 
through which work may be done and goods produced at 
lower and lower unit costs. The worker gains little through the 
retention of old handicraft methods of work, if the very re- 
'tehtion of the methods helps to sink his industry deeper into 
the depression.

There are mosquitoes in some por 


tions of the world which carry malaria 


in the northern part of our country 
are already recognizing the fact that a 
mosquito can be a nuisance even if it 
does not carry a disease.

than the male." The male mosquito 
does not bite and, therefore, does not 
irritate the human being or carry dis- 
eases.
